plosion of a ton of dynamite at the 
quarries af the Dolese & Shepard Com- 
pany, Gary, Ill, today.

The cause of the explosion is not 
known, but it is supposed that a box 
containing one hundred pounds of the 
explosive fel) from the top of another 
case while it was being warmed, prior 
to being used for biasting purposes, 
and that the explosion of this amount 
set off the balance of the 2000 pounds. 

The building In which the dynamite 
was stored was at one end of the 
quarry, In which about four hundred 
nen were working. There were seven 
men in the bullding. Three of the men 
who were Instantly killed were at work 
In a trench about fifty feet from the 
building in which the dynamite was 
stored. The other two men were killed 
by the cofcussion while working In a 
blacksmith shop close by. 

Of the forty men at work in the 
quarry, hardly one escaped injyry of 
some kind from falling débris of the 
wrecked bullding, but only eleven of 
them were so badly hurt as to require 
assistance. 

The bullding In which the dynamite 
was being warmed was entirely demol- 
ished, and all of the other structures 
belonging to the plant were badly dam- 
aged. The total loss to property is $25,- 
Q09.

SNOW IN TERRITORY CAUSES 


REVIVAL OF SLEIGHING. 
-—— 


Severa! Fatalities Attend the Storm 
and Frost-bitten Cases are Numer- 


(SPRBCIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES) 

PRESCOTT (Ariz.) Jan. 3.—Northern 
Arizona is under a bianket of snow, 
the deepest known for many years. 
Practically all the northern half of the 
Territory tas had temperatrres drop- 
ring to tere, at some points in the tim- 
bered plateau the thermometer showing 


2¢ deg. minus. 

For the first time in vears, sieighing 
has been general in Prescott, with 
improvised sieds or in old cutters that 
have been gathering dust in the barns. 
Occasional high winds have intensified 
the discomfort and travelers have met 
with most disagreeable experiences. 

Several fatalities have attended the 
storm. A logger, named Smith, per- 
ished in the woods near Flagstaff, and 
a Mexican was frozen to death on the 
line of the railroad between Prescott 
and Ash Fork. A number of graders 
and section hands along the Santa Fé 
have been brought to hospitals suffer- 
ing with frozen feet, amputation being 
necessary in one case to save life. The 
cold has been intense on the Navajo 
Reservation, dropping to 30 deg. below 
zero, and the Indians have suffered 
much in uence. 

In places snow is three feet deep, and 
there is fear that great losses will be 
known among the Indian flocks of 
sheep. Most of the white sheep owners 
already have started their flocks south- 


weather is driving loans, 
bears and other wild animals from the 
mountains into the valleys. Great dam- 
age is being done by the lions, which 
are killing ecores of colts and calves. 
The stockmen are active, however, and 
many lions are reported to have been 
shot.

SHEEP MEN GROWING RICH.

PHOENIX (Ariz.,.) Jan. 3.—Sheep 
shearing will begin in the northern 
part of the Salt River Valley about 
February 1. Large bands of sheep 
are already on the way from north- 
ern Arizona. Most of the shearing 
will be done at Peoria. Last year's 
wool crop sold at 20 cents a pound 
and it is believed that about the same 
price will be secured this year. The 
sheep men are rapidly getting rich 
owing to the favorable conjunction of 
the highest prices ever known for 
their product and the best grass sSea- 
son ever known in the Southwest. 
TERRITORY OUT OF DEBT. 
The Territory of Arizona for the 
first time in ite history is absolutely 
without any floating indebtedness and 
is doing business on a cash basis, with 
all assurance that the happy condi- 
tion will continue. Gov. Kibbey has 
instructed that hereafter no more 
warrants be issued, unless there be 
money in the treasury to the credit 
of the fund affected. 
NEW ROAD AND SMELTER. 
The management of the Lake Sup- 
rior and Arizona Mining Company, 
which has a valuable copper property 
north of Fiorence, in Pinal county, is 
preparing for the construction of a 
standard-gauge railroad from Filor- 
ence station on the Phoenix and East- 
ern railroad, to Superior, a distance

The Phoenix Republican's contri- 
yution Included descriptive matter con- 
cerning all the counties of the Terri- 
tory, as well as a history and much 
descriptive matter concerning the 
Territorial Fair. The Douglas Inter- 
national-American and the Bishee Re- 
view had illustrated editions, showing 
the remarkable growth of the district 
in which they are situated. 

Christmas vacation of the Phoenix 
public schools has been extended to 
January 8&8. 

North of Phoenix, on Central ave- 
nue, has been started a sanatorium 
backed by Baptist churches. Though a 
small enterprise at present, five acres 
will eventually be occupied by sanitary 
cottages and tents. The institution 
will be supported by a number of Rap- 
tist congregations in different parts of 
the United States.

CUBAN RACES. 


BIG FUND ALREADY RAISED TO 
PAY EXPENSES. 


Trophy Event to be Over a Spien- 
did Course About Twe Hundred 


The second annual Cuban motor car- 
nival will be held February 8 to 18, 
following closely upon the Ormon4- 
Daytona automobile race meeting and 
the Palm Beach motorboat races. Be- 
sides the $5000 appropriation made by 
the Havana Municipal Council! other 
substantial subécriptions have been 
made, so that there will be a fund in 
excess of $10,000 for the purposes of 
the tournament. In addition to this 
the City of Havana offers the magnifi- 
cent challenge cup for a long-distance 
race which was won last year by En- 
rique J. Contil, president of the Inter- 
national Racing Association of Cuba. 
The Cuban governmen: is also inter- 
ested in the project, and President 
Palma has assured the managers of 
the race meeting that the Board of 
Public Works will have the road bé-‘ 
tween Havana 4hd San Cristobal, 
where the long race for the City of 
Havana trophy will be run, in the deat 
of condition. The government will 
place the entire road at the disposal of 
Ahe race authorities. The course will 
be guarded by soldiers and police and 
hundreds of bicyclists from Havana 
will patrol the course. .- 

The trophy race, which will be two 
hundred miles long, will be run on Sun- 
day, February 11. The start will be 
on the San Cristobal road about three 
miles outside of Havana, and there wil! 
be a straightaway course to San 
Cristobal, fifty miles away. Thir 
road will be covered four times, and 
there will be controls, where time will 
be taken out.

Now I have seen many “dried up 
lakes” in this desert country, and I 
eall attention to the fact that they are 


level, hard, and usually as smooth as 
‘ar asphalt pavement, but I never have 


seen one of these lakes but what 
showed by “bench marks” successive 
stages of retrogression. 

If roads are passing near a dried up 
lake, the road for nine months tin the 
year would pass over the lake itself 
because it makes as good a road as 
an asphalt paved street. No one would 
attempt to use the level part of Death 
Valley in this way because it would be 
too soft; the road skirts around the 
edge of this stuff which creates the 
apparent lake of soda and borax there, 
and hangs on to the remnants of the 
slide rock near the edge. 

No shells are mixed with the broken 
stones that slope down to the center. 
and the only thing that would make a 
man think of a lake at ali is the flat 
center colored white by alkali, soda

The expectation that 
the fifteen or sixteen hundred millions 
of the debt would be invested in the 
shares was well founded. There was 
even a certainty of it; for thie im- 
mense capital, forcibly expelled from 
Ks investment in State securities, could 
find no other place for investment than 
in the company. 

The plan of Law's was vast and bold. 
Its success would liquidate the State 
debt and diminish the annual charges 
on the treasury, reducing the interest 
from eighty millions to forty-five or 
forty-eight millions. The annual 
charges from which the treasury waa 
to be relieved were to be paid from 
the profite on the collection of the 
revenue and the contingent profits of 
commerce. The whole operation was 
to pay the creditors of the State 3 per 
cent. per annum, and the profits and 
monopolies heretofore granted to 
farmers of the revenue and com- 
mercial companies... This 3 per cent. 
interest, these profits, and these mo- 
nopolies, as we shall soon see, might 
easily amount to the sum of eighty 
millions annually. which the creditors 
were formerly paid. Thus far they 
were not defrauded by this forced con- 
version of securities; a credit entirely 
new Was substituted for one which was 
worn out: an establishment had been 
created, which, combining the func- 
tions of a commercial bank and the 
administration of the finances, must 
become the most colossal financial 
power ever known.

The original act defines a “worker,” 
and a worker is forbidden to propose or 
abet a strike. The walking delegate, 
the president explained, is not a work- 
er and is technically exempt from the 
penal clause. 

THE ARBITRATION COURT. 

Perhaps, but the Arbitration Act is a 
remarkable law. It specifically author- 
izes the court to ignore legal technical- 
ities and te make any order it pleases 
It says: “An order of the court shall 
not be vold or any way vitiated by rea- 
son merely of any informality or error 
of form, or non-compliance with this 
act.” and further; “No award, order or 
proceeding of the court shal! be liable 
to be challenged, appealed against, re- 
viewed, quashed, or called in question 
by any court of judicature on any ac- 
count whatsoever.” 

And lawyers are not permitted to 
practice in the Court of Arbitration. 

I wonder what would become of the 
counctilor’s technical hurrah’s nest if 
@ labor agitator should instigate a 
strike in defiance of the court, and also 
what would happen to the agitator. 

The court is an anomaly in British 

law. It is above the law, and there is 
no appeal from its judgment except to 
Parliament as a purely legislative body. 
The executive branch of government, 
the Cabinet, hag no power whatever to 
control the court. It may order, if it 
pleases, all union secretaries to paint 
themselves In red, white and biue 
stripes, or all building contractors to 
wear corscts, and inflict fines for diso- | 
bedience. The court has not abused | 
ite power, and of course, any outra- 
geous abuse would not be endured. But 
if Parliament intended to make walk- 
ing Gelegates amenable to the law to 
the same as employers are, the 
court will be very likely to carry out 
the intention. 
The point I have tried toe bring out is 
that the attitude of the socialist-labor 
element toward the government of New 
Zealand is in itself prima facie evi- 
dence that the legislation and adminis- 
tration have not been Gictated or con- 
trolled by that element: that trades- 
unionism its not and never has been 
in the saddle, riding rough-shod over 
business, capital and private enter- 
prise. As & matter of fact, the trades 
union is not a very important or con- 
spicuous factor in the politica of the 
country, and is immeasurably less in 
evidence than in the United States. It 
is under control and is not permitted to 
interfere with the industries or busi- 
ness of the country. 

WHERE’'E TRADES HALL? 
When I came to Wellington I sought 
the secretary of the Trade and Labor 
Council, and I hunted all of one fore- 
noon for Trades Halil in this small city, 
less than one-fourth the size of Los 
Angeles. I asked a bootmaker to direct 
me. He never had heard oa Trades 
Hall, but with the readiness to assist a 
stranger characteristic of New Zeal- 
landers he ran out and asked the chem- 
ist next door.

ORIGIN OF NEW YEAR'S CALLS. 

The custom of making New Year's calls, which “had a 
long run in America and is still extant, came originally 
from China, where such calls are one of the main 
features of the brilliant and lengthy New Year's cele- 
bration. Every Chinaman pays a visit to each of bis 
superiors and receives one from each of his tnferiors. 
Images of gods are carried in procession to the beating 
of a deafening gong, and mandarins go by hundreds to 
the Emperor and that apparently much-maligned sov- 
ereign, the Dowager Empress, with congratulatory ad- 
dresses. Their robes are gorgeously embroidered and 
are heavy with gold. The younger people call upon the 
elder. Children call upon their parents, pupils pay 
their respects to their teachers. A light collation is 
offered every visitor, but, it is to be noted, no wine is 
served. Tea takes the place of any stronger drink. In 
China gentlemen never call upon the ladies, but upon 
each other, and the women also make social visits 
among themselveé. Nor is one obliged, happily, to make 
all his calls in one day. for all calls made before the 
15th of the month are considered correct. These calling 
customs have obtained in China from earliest ages. —

The problem of a water supply is a serious one in 
Santa Cruz. The porous tufa takes up water like a 
sponge as fast as the two come in contact, so that neither 
water from rain nor from the melting snows stays long 
on the surface, while the rains themselves are so light 
and infrequent that but a scant supply of water can be 
collected from the roofs of the houses. Bath tubs are 
practically unknown in the town, and it ie eaid that the 
Governor is the only inhabitant wealthy enough to in- 
dulge in the luxury of a bath for all of himself at once. 
The holy-water founts in the churches are but half the 
size one sees them in other places, and I was told that 
in the hot days of the summer the worshiper must needs 
be as much of a Christian Scientist as a Catholic to be- 
lieve there is any water at all in them. 


Water is Scarce. 


The only place in Santa Cruz in which I observed the 
really free use of water was in a dairy. They are 
quaint little places, these dairies .of Teneriffe. As there 
is no pasturage outside of the town, there is no partic- 
ular reason why the cattle should not be kept inside, 
eanitation not entering into the reckoning of the aver- 
age Spanish town. The dairy in question was situated 
between a barber and a bakery shop, and was by far 
the cleanest and most attractive-looking place of the 
three. The cows stood decently and in order, groomed 
and polished up as though every one was a candidate 
for the blue ribbon in an agricultural show. The plank- 
ing of the stalls was as clean as the floor of a Dutch 
kitchen, while over each one wae trained the verdant 
runners of grapevine from which hung huge compact 
bunches of the luscious fruit. Here in these balmy bo- 
vine bowers of beauty the kind-faced kine had nothing 
to do but chew their cuds and give down at morning and 
evening their rich, fragrant milk for their master’s pa- 
trons. I say give rich milk. I think they do, for they 
appeared to be that kind of cows. Deceived by the 
aspect of the place, I ordered a glass of milk at one of 
the little tables in a bowered corner, and laid down my 
sixpence in advance. This milk came out of a can. 
That wae the only place where I detected the really lav- 
ish use of water in all Teneriffe. 

The Old Cathedral. 

No-one should leave Teneriffe without visiting the 
Cathedral iglesia de la Concepcion, which is really the 
principal show place. This edral was built in 1494, 
and the frescoes and the carvings are the work of artists 
Of mote. There is a great amount of. heavy gilded work,

The Water Cure. 


Tue TREATMENT OF INSANITY ON 
Warp’s IsLanp.

LITTLE launch took us from the spick-and-span 

.pier at the foot of East 116th street, steamed fussily 

out into the river and across to the Manhattan 
State Hospital on Ward's Island ‘The stately old build- 
ings, well-kept lawns sloping down to the water's edge, 


_and the fine old shade trees, give to the institution the 


appearance of an idea) college rather than that of a hos- 
pital where New York City takes care of her insane 


poor. 

The barred windows are not in evidence from the 
wharf, where a larger boat, bearing the suggestive name 
of the Wanderer, awaits the patients’ friends on visiting 
days. The restfulness of the place strikes one forcibly, 
in contrast to the noise and bustle of the city left behind 
a few moments ago. 

From the main building we walked to the south side 
of the island. There tents are arranged for the out-of- 
door treatment of the insane, the idea being to build up 
their general health by tent life. These canvas dormi- 
tories of eight or twelve neat white beds are planned as 
in @ tubercular sanatorium, with all modern conven- 
fences, including steam radiators. On three eides the 
canvas is closed; the front, facing the south, is made 
to roll up or fasten down, according to the weather. The 
patients lying in bed were interested in watching the 
river traffic, of which they had a fine view; those able to 
be about were sitting in groups, rocking violently in 
their comfortable chairs and holding animated conversa- 
tions with themselves, All appeared to be in good phys-- 
ical condition. 

Passing through the wards, dining and eitting-rooms 
of the milder cages, one notes everywhere the cheerfu!- 
ness and dainty prettiness. Birds, potted plants, flow- 
ers, pictures, and the needle work done by patients in the 
woman's buildings, give an air of comfort and refine- 
ment. Occasionally an embroiderer in the midst of a 
floral design, is struck with an original idea, and scatters 
in the Alphabet or a few affectionate words, in place of 
the half-finished flower petals. The scheme interests 
ber immensely, which ie the main point, though it may 
be distracting to others with less originality. 

The wards for the most “disturbed” patients are nec- 
essarily bare and unattractive. Adjoining them are the 
bathrooms, for the new hydrotherapeutic treatment for 
the cure of insanity. At present these are the chief 
points of interest on the island, where everything ie done 
to add to the healthfulmess and attractiveness of the 

The Manhattan State Hospital has had its system in- 
stalled under the supervision of a most eminent special- 
‘et in that line. The physicians are quite enthusiastic 
over the results eo far, the bathe taking the place of opi- 
ates. 

The large, well-lighted room was being used at the 
time of our visit, for a “continual bath,” one of the 
treatments for insomnia. The method of giving it is 
auite interesting. A wide, enameled tub, filled with 
water at a comfortable temperature, constantly flowing 
in and out, has canvas stretched across "it a few inches 
below the surface. This is securely fastened at the out- 
side edge Anothér strap of the same materia! at the 
head Serves for a pillow. The patient, covered with a 
sheet, and her hair protected with an ollskin cap, reste 
or floats most comfortably in or on her water bed. The 
temperature and flow of water for all baths ts regulated 
by the attendant, from a stand on the opposite side of 
the room, where faucets, steam gauges, and al] the 
mechanism, are arranged. 

The corner next to the tub has a niche fitted for a 
shower bath, and numerous jets shoot out from the walls 
and ceiling, some fine as needle points, others with wide 
streams and tremendous force, almost. each one repre- 
senting th treatment of different forme of insanity. - 

It would seem impossible for the patient to cherish a 
delusion while the object of these attentions from the 
attendant. The woman being given the “continua! bath” 
was one of the noisiest In the ward. She had not slept 
for two weeks, shrieking and crying constantly. When 
first put in the bath she slept eight consecutive Hours, 
and dozed most of the day. At the end of twenty-four 
hours, when we saw her, the harsh cries and shrieks had 
subsided into a senseless muttering, as she, apparently 
contented, splashed the water with her hands and feet, 
much as she might have done in her bebyhood days. 

The patient, who is never left a moment alone, is taken 
out of the water at regular intervals and rubbed with an 
olly preparation, to keep the skin in good condition. 
Some have remained in the bath as long as two weeks 
before satisfactory results could be obtained, but more 
frequently cases yield to treatment in a eurprisingly 
short time. 

In answer to our inquiries regarding the care of the 
insane, the physician showed us neatly-kept charts, 
where every detail of the patient's daily history was re- 
corded*in such a simple manner that the doctors could 
see at a glance the patiest’s progress from day to day. 

“Some of the greatest scientists,” the physician sald, 
“are now giving their attention to the stwily of diseases 
of the brain, thima water treatment. being the result of 
German investigation. We can find the nerve centers,” 
continued the medical man, “but the mind te such an 
elusive thing it is very hard to treat.”

They pur- 
chase the emali quantities of rice and vegetables neces- 
sary for their existence from itinerant venders in other 
similar boats; they are visited by barbers and physicians 
who occupy the same smal! craft and everything neces- 
sary to fulfill their few and simple wants may thue be 
obtained without leaving their own floating habitations. 


There are theater boats and opium boats, and also the 
flower boats, of which much has been written. These 
last are large gilded an4 decorated barges with handsome 
furnishings where the Chinamen resort for doubtful en- 
.tertainment. They are brilliantly lighted at night, and 
singing girle who are the slaves of the flower-boat own- 
ers dance and sing for the amusement of the patrons. 
who are also supplied with things to drink, eat and 
amoke. 

There are leper boats, too, inhabited by leprous out- 
casts who must depend wholly upon charity for their 
meager subsistence. The lepers hold out bags on the 
ends of poles, begging piteously, sometimes almost 
threateningly. 

All these different boats ewarm with natives like ants 
in a hill, and one can scarcely look upon them as any- 
thing better than Insecta. What wonder is it that life is 
held of little account by these myriads of natives who 
live but to labor with no knowledge of anything in life 


better than mere existence like that of ants or bees?

While many weird stories told of the ingredients of 
Chinese ragouts are fairy traditions, the table fare in J 
China is sufficiently different from ours to be noted. ~ 
Pork is the chief meat, mutton being scarce, and beef 
almost unknown to the ordinary household. Fish is 
plentiful and popular. Greenish brown worms, silk- 
worm . grubs, and a certain kind of snake are 
delicacies that do not appeal to the American, but his 


But after all, meat does not claim the important fam- 
ily platter. It is a side issue, while the vegetable.world 
is the center piece. Rice of course fs preéminently a 
national dish. Sweet potatoes are raised in great num- 
ber, Cabbage boiled with seaweed to salt it finds univer- 
sal favor. Fruit ie not abundant, but there are some 
varieties unknown to us. Among others, the whampee, 
yellowish in skin and growing in clusters; the li-chi with 
“watery, translucent pulp,” and dragon eyes with green- 
ish skin and a raw taste. 

Generally there are but two meals during the day—at 
8 or 10 in the morning and at 5 or 6 in the evening. 
Breakfast and dinner differ only in name and in hour—a 
bit of pork or fish, fried vegetables, and tea being in- 
dulged in at both. Laborers, however, eat more fre- 
quently, and the hard-worked boatmen in the south of 
China sometimes have five meals. 

In the Chinese mind, a garden is not a garden unless 
beautified by water, if only a small pond as an excuse 
for the necessary picturesqueness of rocks and bridge. 
There, too, must always be the kiosk or summer-house. 
Flowers.are not planted in the ground, but set in earthen- 
ware pots arranged in prim rows. 

The virtue of good health in China may be best appre- 
clated when we consider the Chinese doctor. However 
much a failure in business a man has been, if he is lucky 
enough to possess himeelf of an old book of prescriptions 
he may be looked upon as a full-fledged medico. The 
salient grace of a dose is its quantity, and if one doctor's 
remedies fail, other doctors, one after the other, are 
called in, doctors in China not being the expensive lux- 
ury that they are in America, for—only think of the ad- 
vantage!—even if the attendant physician calls in a 
sedan chair, his fee does not exceed 50 cents. 

As a corollary of the medical proposition we naturally 
turn to the Chinese funeral. 

The Chinese, very human after all, try to bury the 
sting of death in flower language. The Mongolian 
passes from the world,” “salutes the age,” “ascends to 


death, the body is first placed on the floor, then 
and laid in the coffin. Hired women in white 
mourning garments loudly wail, while tables are set that 
the epirit of the departed and other spirits in its wake

firecrackers set off to frighten evil spirits away. 

Close upon the heels of the New Year comes the Feast 
of Lanterns. In China, for three successive nights, a va- 
riety of lanterns beautify all the houses in every city, 
village, and hamlet, while even the waterways are illu- 
minated by the picturesque horn lanterns of the poor 
fishermen. ‘ 

The origin of this pretty festival is the legend of the 
ambitious, extravagant wife of an early emperor who 
had her palace lighted with a thousand lights that the 
sun might seem to shine by night as well as by day. 

The Dragon-boat Festival on the fifth day of the fifth 
moon—in June or July—is the Chinese nearest approach 
to our regatta. The dragon boats, long and narrow, are 
propelled by paddles, to the festive accompaniment of 
drums and gongs. 

The whole is a sort of memorial to a traditional hero, 
a minister of state who committed suicide by drowning 
‘Dbecause his sovereign would not heed his remonstrance. 
Packages of rice done up in bamboo leaves are eaten on 
thie day because such an offering was made to the river 
by the fishermen trying to find his body. 

Perhaps no more fitting seal can be affixed to this 
brief account of Chinese customs and superstitions than 
the following description of the mythological dragon, the 
sacred imperial emblem. 

“It's head ie like a camel’s, its horns like a deer’s, its 
eyes like a hare’s, its ears like a bull's, its neck like a 
snake's, its scales like a carp’s, its claw like an eagle's, 


and its paws like a tige?’s.”

DISCOVERER OF GREAT SALT LAKE. 

Jim Bridger stands forth as the most conspicuous fig- 
ure in the brief but glorious reign of the trapper and 
trailmaker in the far West. The greatest fur hunter and 
the greatest pathfinder of them all, and possessing the 
most intimate knowledge of the Indian nature ever 
vouchsafed a white man, Bridger will grow in stature as 
time goes on and accurate history is written. 


No part. of the great Rocky Mountain country held a 
secret from Jim Bridger. He was the first white man. 
after John Colter, to view the wonders of Yellowstone 
Park, and the first to look on Great Salt Lake. Seem- 
ingly bearing a charmed life, he wandered through the 
lands of many Indian tribes, eometimes fighting the red 
men, but more often living their life and finding the eol- 
ace of true brotherhood at the lodge fire. Every moun- 
tain Jim Bridger climbed, every stream he crossed, and 
every game trall he followed, was written down in the 
most. marvelous memory every granted a plainsman. 
As a result. years later, when the white men, bold but 
blundering, sought the easiest paths over the mountains. 
Jim Bridger showed them the best trails for their wag- 
ons and, when the chief engineer of the Union Pacific 
had well-nigh given up hope of getting his rails across 
the Divide, it was Jim Bridger who showed an available 
pass which he had traversed years before in his trap- 
ping days, and the existence of which no other white 
man knew. A few months ago. thie chief engineer. Gen 
Granville M. Dodge, showed his gratitude by rescuing 
Jim Bridger’s body from a neglected grave and interring 
ft at Kansas City, under an appropriate monument— 
| probably the first act of gratitude ever performed for the 
| man who had put the whole empire of the West in his |

Aromatic Seeds.

Fundamentals of Park Building. 


The fundamental elements of any large park are not 
its roads, walks, bridges, buildings, and other accessory | 
features requisite for the public accommodation in the 
use of its grounds. These may rather be classed as nec- 
essary evils. The essential element is the landscape, its 
surface undulations of hill and dale, or lawn; its treees, 
shrubs, single or in mass, in grove or copse; its deep 
cafions or open giades, and its broad stretches of plains 
All of these elements in their endless com- 


| or water. 


binations are constantly modified by the varying con- 
ditions of the point of view, the atmosphere, and the sea- | 
sons. The true ideal of park recreation to persons worn 
out by the harassing turmoil of city life, is the refresh- 
ing enjoyment of all that may be seen and felt amid the 
placid manifestations of nature embodied in the land- | 
scape. | 

There is nothing really different in the genera] theory 
of landscape gardening as applied to the ornamentation 
of parks from that theory as applied to ordinary 
grounds. The apparent difference lies in the special ap- 
plication to some particular individual undertaking. In 
actual practice one park must be treated differently from 
other parks, this difference of treatment teing dictated 
by the situation, surroundings and topography. No 
general plan can be outlined that would suit the de- 
mands of every locality. The general idea and keynote, 
however, to most successful examples of park construc- 
tion in this country (and there are no better example 
abroad) is the simple and natura) effects, or meadow- 
like stretches of lawn, cirtumacribed or bounded by or- 
namental plantations properly distributed and massed 
The main repose and highest enjoyment of parks residc 
chiefly in these spots.

| TWELFTH CENTURY.

| HE name Preston may be derived from the Latin 
i adjective praestans, meaning excellent. 

_ Or the first to assume Preston as a surname lived | 
in “Proud Preston,” the market town of Lancashire. | 
The town, in turn, gets its name from Priests’ town— 
Preston. In the time of Athelstane, the district was 
granted to a band of monks, and was called Priests’ 
town, finally Preston, which was a place of fashion and 
society, till Lae end of the eighteenth century, when Ark- 
wright, a native of the place, introduced the manufac- | 
tare of linen. 

The firet of the Preston family of whom we have rec- 
ords is Leolphus de Preston, 1165. The third genera- 
tion from him was William de Preston, Scottish noble, 
chosen by Edward I of England, at the death of Mar- | 
garet, maid of Norway, to arbitrate between Baliol and 
Brace, the disputants for the crown of Scotland.

RECOLLECTIONS OF A PARTICIPANT 
IN A SURVEYING EXPEDITION. 


By a Special Contributor. 

ERE are many things in nature for which we 
have reason to be thankful, and not the least of 
them is the desert. We do our level best to reclaim 
the waste places of the earth, and it is weil we should, 
so long as there are men who’ will be made happier and 
better thereby; but in spite of all that can be done, the 
solitudes of ocean will remain. Some regions will still 
defy man’s dominating hand. Plains are barren of ver- 
dure for lack of water, mountains for lack of earth to 
cover them and lack of Mother Barth's kindly warmth 
to fructify them; but none of them are barren, either of 
beauty or of poetry. Did the earth teem-with all the 
humanity it could hold, had mankind ewept its face with 
flood of brick and mortar, devastating all its pleasant 
meadows and all its woodland glades, still the sea, the 
mountain and the plain would remain to refresh the sou! 
of man worn with toll and turmoil in the feverish race 
of life. 

It is not merely search for gold that drives men to 
the wilderness to endure hunger, heat, thirst, the limits 
of physical privation; to many a wandering prospector 
it is the voice of Nature that has called him away from 
the haunts of men where dwell miseries worse than the 
desert can inflict; and he goes forth from the crowded 
cities to the solitudes where Nature dwells, to a land of 
elbow-room and breathing-room; room to live, to think, 
and perchance to forget. But whatever be the primary 
object that takes man into the desert, he cannot return 
thence without bringing with him a store of recollec- 
tions that will last him till his dying day.

Early one morning a wagon, piled high with tents and 
tent poles, sleeping cots, blankets, cooking apparatus and 
provisions, with a dozen men on top, and drawn by a 
sturdy team of mules, leaves Yuma and a trail of dust in 
ite wake.

ORIGIN OF SOUTH AFRICAN DIAMONDS. 

One of the most interesting papers presented at the 
South African meeting of the British Association for 
the Advancement of Science discussed the W®amond 
pipes and fissures of that region, and accounted for 
the formation and occurrence of these gems. The dia- 
mond-bearing pipes. or veins, in Orange River Colony. 
Cape Colony and Pretoria are all contemporaneous in 
their geological origin, and belong to the late Triassic 
or Jurassic period. This formation includes the latest 
eruptive rocks of South Africa, and the blue ground 
contained in the pipes has resulted from the shattering 
of ultra-basic rocks. In these rocks garnet, olivine and 
pyroxene occur, and as diamond has been found crys- 
tallized with these minerals it is inferred that the 
latter must have originated in the same ultra-basic zone. 


This theory is quite at variance with that of Moissan 
and Sir William Crookes, who claim that iron is nec- 
essary for the formation of diamond crystals, and have 
used it in their production of the artificia) crystals by 
intense heat and pressures. Iron, however, is not found 
in these diamond mines, and, furthermore, it has been 
shown that diamonds can be formed in olivine without 
the great pressures and intense heats which the chem- 
ists mentioned have deemed essential. If this new theory 
holds good it would seem that by a proper study of 
geological conditions it would be possible to find ground 
in which it would be reasonable to expect diamond 


crystals.—(Harper’s Weekly.

We suggest to our correspondent to write | 
the postmaster, Board of Trade or some bank at Corning 
for specific information: 

“Plans for the incorporation of a big poultry farm at 
Corning are about completed. This farm was started & 
couple af years ago by an experienced poultry man who 
had made a few thousand dollars by following the poul- 
try business on a small! scale near Corning. He arranged 
to go into the business in a wholesale manner, and last 
year succeeded in hatching and raising over 16,000 thor- 
oughbred White Leghorn fowls on his farm. They plan 
to raise thoroughbred chickens on a large scale. The 
hens will be rented to small landholders of the commu- 
nity on a percentage basis. The eggs will be gathered 
daily, and the promoters of the plan being thereby able 
to ship fresh eggs daily to the city markets, will be In a 
position to command a price in excess of the regular 
market price. 

“It ie figured that this excess in price will be equivalent 
to the rental charged for the hens, thereby allowing the 
farmers about the net market price for the eggs. The 
promoters contemplate the erection of a large cold- 
storage plant, and when the market price falls below 20 
cents a dozen the eggs will be gathered and placed in 
cold storage to later compete in the winter months with 
It ie expected that the far- 
mers will have over 1,000,000 hens producing eggs in the 
next few years.”

Superior Apples.

While the | 
apple is a very common fruit and therefore thought fit 
only for barrel packages, it is a fact that artistic packing 
pays as well with apples as with oranges. Mr. Ford isa 
civil engineer at Redlands, and no doubt discovered the 
possibilities of apple growing in his explorations of the | 
territory in the mountains above Redlands. The varie- 
tiles I have on my desk are the Rome Beauty and Wine- 
sap, prime, rosy fruit with an aroma like the apple ought 
to have, a high coloring and an excellent flavor. He is 
not afraid to spend some money in cultivation, pruning, | 
irrigation and spraying and the results are the finest 
apples ever seen upon the local market—a credit to 
Southern California, and an Inspiration to others to as- 
sist in growing this fruit to the extent of supplying the 
home demand. 


Grazing Reserve Lands. 


ECRETARY OF AGRICULTURE WILSON has been 
eupported by the President against critics of the Sec- 
retary’s plan regarding grazing privileges upon the forest 
reservations. The rules recently put forth by Mr. Wil- 
son give preference in this order to the stockmen: First 
to the small, near-by owners, the smal! homesteaders 
who are there with their families and are establishing 
hemes: second, to the regular occupants of the reserve 
ranges, and third to the transient stockmen who drive 
their herds from one place to another and claim no per- | 
manent habitation. These rules do not affect the re- 
serve lands in Southern California to any great extent. | 
Fortunately the pasturage is not very attractive in the | 
steep cafions and mountain sides of the San Gabriel and 
San Bernardino ranges, and do not tempt the cattle men, 
excepting seasons when there is a dearth of rainfall in | 
the valleys and foothill ranges. Five or six years age | 
the irrigators were troubled persistently by stock herd- 
ers im these ranges, but in the future, trespassing will be 
less frequent, and more easily reached through the new 
custodian (the Deparment of Agriculture) than for- 
merly, under the Department of the Interior.

Exit Mealy Bugs. 
HE fruit growers of certain sections have, with rea- 
son, been alarmed at the presence of the mealy bug 

in thefr citrus orchards. In some cases the packing- 

houses have quarantined against this pest, in one in- 
stance packing the fruit from contaminated orchards in 

a separate house. It is known to all to be a very obdu- 

rate infection. and while I do not see much hope of its 

control by parasitic Insects there must be one exception 
made. The plants in one of the largest home grounds in 
the south had become overrun with mealy bugs about 
one year ago, and a section of orange and lemon groves 
had become very badly infected. An examination made 
two weeks ago confirmed the report of the disappear- 
ance of the insects, made last summer. Two large dra- 
cenas that had been very foul were perfectly clean and | 
all the shrubbery and vines were also free from the pest, | 
where it had been breeding in millions for a year. The | 
citrus trees were heavily fumigated, this accounting for | 
the disappearance of the insect there. But the infec- | 
tion upon the palms and yard plants had been destroyed ' 
by a parasite, the identity of which may be determined | 
from the empty cocoons left after the killing. Now, | 
there is not a mealy bug to ‘be found above or below | 
ground upon the entire premises. Many farmers will | 
read this with great interest for it may mean that thie | 
nasty enemy of vrchardist and florist has been attacked | 
successfully by an unknown parasite. In the case un- | 
der consideration. the Infection that nearly ruined two |

small greenhouse located in the yard. Another case |

DUARTE correspondent writes as follows: 
A “Kindly inform me, through your columns, 
whether or not common table ealt, if taken upon 
arising, is injurious to the general health. I may add 
that this is taken for constivation. Would you ad- 
vise it?” 
Also, here is an extract from Health, a London pub- 
lication: 
“We have it on the authority of a professor of the 


University of Ghent, the great panacea for all ills is | 


common salt according to his theory, salt being the 
great reguiating agent. If the blood be too rich salt 
will.clarify it; if it be too poor salt will strengthen it, 
and furnish it with the necessary elements. He esti- 
mates that the quantity of salt which every adult in 
ordinary health should coneume daily is two-thirds of 
an ounce, and he goes the length of saying that if 
everybody would only take salt, centenarians would be- 
come almost as common as new-born babes! What. 
we may ask, has become of the centenarians?” 


False doctrine! Most civilized people consume over 
two-thirds of an ounce of salt daily—to their injury. 
Table salt if a-mineral, and cannot be utilized by the 
system. It injures the kidneys, liver and skin, which 
have to throw it out. It is an irritant. 

Here is what Dr. J. H. Kellogg of Battle Creek wrote, 
about twenty years ago, in his Household Manual: 


“It is a general supposition that salt is indispensable 


as an article of diet. Many people suppose that life 
cannot be sustained without it. Nevertheless, there are 
numerous facts which indicate that this popular sup- 
position is erroneous. The following are a few of the 
many that may be presented: 

“(1.) Salt is a mineral. It is a well-established fact 


that animal life cannot be sustained by the use of 


inorganic or mineral substances as food. 

“(2.) Salt is an irritant. And when taken into the 
syrtem it produces irritating effects. This is indicated 
by dryness of the throat, and acceleration of the pulse 

“(3.) When taken into the system it is not used, be- 
ing expelled, unchanged, by the liver, kidneys, skin 
and other depurating organs. 

“(4.) It is an antiseptic. And when taken in any 
considerable quantities it greatly interferes with di- 
gestion. 


“(5.) It is not necessary to support animal life, as 


shown by the fact that its use is confined to a very :

human beings in Central and Southern Africa, in 
South America, in some portions of North America, in 
Siberia, and in other parts of the world, subsist en- 
tirely without salt. (c) This is not altogether because 
salt cannot be obtained; for in Southern Africa, where 
salt abounds, neither human beings nor lower animals 
make any use of it whatever. 


“We would not recommend that salt should be wholly . 


discarded in all cases; but there can be no doubt that 
many cases of diseases of the stomach and liver origi- 
nate in the excessive use of salt. Persons suffering with 
torpid livers will find great benefit by abstaining almost 
wholly from its use, together with that of other con- 
diments. 

“A gentleman who has just returned from a visit to 
England, states that many of the English stock raisers 
who are noted for producing the finest cattle in the 
world, never think’ of feeding their cattle salt, as is so 
commonly practiced in this country.” 

The following remarks in regard to salt are from an 
article by A. Ziegler, in Physical Culture for January: 


“(1.) Unorganizéd minerals (salt, iron, lime, etc.) 
cannot be assimilated by and used in rebuilding the 
body. Only when organized into living graine, fruits, 
nuts and other foods, can these minerals become a vital 
part of,our organism. 

““(2.) On the other hand we cannot long live, per- 
haps only a few weeks, unless the exhausted salts of 
our systems are renewed. This is a vitally important 
necessity, though the amount needed is small. Al! the 
minerals which the body can utilize to any advantage 
are abundantly supplied in natural foods. 

“Hutchinson's Physiology says: ‘Salt is usually taken 
into the system in sufficient quantities in our food. 
Even the water we drink has traces of it. The habitual 
use of much ealt in cooking or as a seasoning at the 
table is a bad habit in iteelf and leads to the desire for

“(4.) The use of salt with food tends strongly to 
overeating. More food is eaten because it is ‘salted to 
taste’ than the system requires or would be eaten 
otherwise. 

“(5.) Salt has a specially harmful effect upon the 
blood and its circulation. On a damp day observe the 
_ moisture on the metal cap of your salt shaker. Witness, 
too, how a brick of salted butter will ‘sweat.” Salt has
